Newer homes on small or 
av erag e-size lots g enerally receiv ed low­ 
er assessments. 
The increases in assessments for the 
indiv idui homeownw do not necessarily 
mean those homeowners will be faced 
with larg er property tax bills this spring . 
The responsil^^ for the amount of 
tax es to be paid remains with the indi­ 
v idual tax ing body and the amount of 
g ross dollars it lev ies. 
IF A TAXING BODY, for ex ample, 
req uests the same amount of rev alue, 
throug h ¡Mx iperty tax es, this y ear as it 
did last y ear, the tax rate would de­ 
crease in proportion to the assessment 
increase so that the appropriate rev enue 


is raised. The tax owed by an indiv idu^ 
to that tax ing body , then, would remain 
the same. In other words, if each resp^ 
tiv e tax ing body keeps its tax lev y in line 
with last y ear, there will be no aK>re- 
ciable chang e in tax es. 
Property tax pay ers from the 10 town­ 
ships affected by the q uadrennial reas­ 
sessment — including Palatine ^ 
Wheeling townships — may ieel an ex tfa 
pinch, howev er, in their tax biU for coun­ 
ty -wide tax ing bodies. 
, 
For ex ample, the Metropolitan Sani­ 
tary District, Cook County and the Cook 
County Hospital collect tax es from tax ­ 
pay ers throug hout the county . Because 
the county -wide assessmait rose only 4.5 
per cent, the corresp<mding decrease m 
the tax rate ex tended for those ag encies, 
if any at all, may not be enoug h to off^t 
the percentag e increase ex perienced by 
property owners affected by the q uadren- 
nial.

Because it is phy sically impossible to 
apply the new assessing methods to 
entire county in one y ear, in other words, 
ineq uities may ex ist until the oitire 
county has been reassessed.

The responsibility for the amount of 
taxes to be paid remains with the indi­ 
vidual taxing body and the amount of 
gross dollars it levies. 
IF A TAXING BODY, for example, 
requests the same amount of revenue, 
through property taxes, this year as it 
did last year, the tax rate would de­ 
crease in proportion to the assessment 
increase so that the appropriate revenue 


is raised. The tax owed by an individual 
to that taxing body, then, would remain 
the same. In other words, if each respec­ 
tive taxing body keeps its tax levy in line 
with last year, there will be no appre­ 
ciable change in taxes. 
Property taxpayers from the IO town­ 
ships affected by the quadrennial reas­ 
sessment — including Palatine and 
Wheeling townships — may feel an extra 
pinch, however, in their tax bill for coun­ 
ty-wide taxing bodies. 
For example, the Metropolitan Sani­ 
tary District, Cook County and the Cook 
County Hospital collect taxes from tax­ 
payers throughout the county. Because 
the county-wide assessment rose only 4.5 
per cent, the corresponding decrease in 
the tax rate extended for those agencies, 
if any at all, may not be enough to offset 
the percentage increase experienced by 
property owners affected by the quadren­ 
nial. 
Because it is physically impossible to 
apply the new assessing methods to the 
entire county in one year, in other words, 
inequities may exist until the entire 
county has been reassessed.

A hotline for Illinois energy users and 
suppliers running out of power supplies 
was established yesterday by Gov. Dan­ 
iel Walker.

Office of Emergency Preparedness of­ 
ficials requested that governors in Illi­ 
nois and surrounding states appoint a 
special committee as a coordinator of 
energy supplies. This followed severe 
shortages in propane fuel needed by 
farmers to dry crops throughout the Mid­ 
west.

supplies to its commercial and residen­ 
tial customers in Illinois and other north­ 
ern states emphasizes the energy supply 
problem. Amoco is a subsidiary of Stan­ 
dard Oil Co. 
The company said this measure was 
being taken to prevent widespread fuel 
runouts. 
Recent warmer weather has been a 
boon to the heating oil industry hard 
pressed for supplies. A cold snap could 
lead to more serious problems, an 
Amoco spokesman said. 
Fuel shortages continued at the critical 
point in Rockford. Walter Williamson, 
president of a large Rockford area fuel 
dealership, blamed the shortage on ma­ 
jor oil companies trying to keep the 
prices up by withholding supplies of heat­ 
ing oil. Twenty schools in Rockford are 
being kept open on a day-to-day basis as 
a result of the shortage.

Behrel Cites Accomplishments In ’7 2 


Last night I was reading an article in a 
national newspaper about a tradition 
near and dear to the hearts of most 
women — especially dx )se who stay at 
home. 
The kaffeeklatsch originated more than 
150 y ears ago in Germany and, the ar­ 
ticle said, was a long-ago sy mbol of 
women’s liberation. The German house­ 
wife of the 1800’s had achiev ed a new 
life-sty le and was no longer simply her 
husband’s helper in the fields. The ty pi­ 
cal woman liv ed in town, had more inter­ 
ests of her own and more time to pursue 
them. Although her main interests were 
still domestic she was becoming aware 
of the social changes sweeping Europe 
and found in the kaffeeklatsch a forum to 
ex press her ideas. 
Men weren’t inv ited to the hausfrau’s 
mid-moming meetings. The article con­ 
tends that the men, uneasy ov er this dis­ 
play of independence, teased that the 
main reason for the gathering was to 
^>read the latest klatsch or gossip. 
Kaffee, or coffee, was attached to the 
label for sev eral reasons: the brew was 
traditionally a man’s drink and the bev e^ 
rage of the nobility . A middle-class wom­ 
an serv ing coffee to her friends was 
striking a blow for social equality . 
I’M NOT SURE how much of the ar­ 
ticle is fact and how much conjecture but 
it doesn’t really matter. Reading the 
short piece h« *ought back memories of 
those day s when the boy s were small and 
I couldn’t hav e ex isted without my daily 
kaffeeklatsches. 
When home was a third floor walk-up 
apartment in the midst of Rogers Park 
and there was only one tow-head running 
around, the best part of the day was 
tucking him in bed for an afternoon nap 
and congregating with my neighbors for 
a Coke and conv ersation. (Non-coffee 
drinkers hav e Kokeeklatsches.) 
As the article attests we were not there 
just to gossip — although the “ did y ou 
hears’’ 
came 
up 
occasionally . 
The 
majority of our conv ersation was de­ 
v oted to “ ain’t it awfuls’’ (this category 
includes housework, food prices, child 
discipline, budgets, etc.) and “ look at 
this world’’ (this category dev oted to 
heads of state, states of nations, presi­ 
dential error and conflict in general).

women — especially those who stay at 
home. 
The kaffeeklatsch originated more than 
150 years ago in Germany and, the ar- 
iicie said, was a long-ago symbol of 
women s liberation. The German house­ 
wife of the 1800 s had achieved a new 
life-style and was no longer simply her 
husband’s helper in the fields. The typi­ 
cal woman lived in town, had more inter­ 
ests of her own and more time to pursue 
them. Although her main interests were 
still domestic she was becoming aware 
of the social changes sweeping Europe 
and found in the kaffeeklatsch a forum to 
express her ideas. 
Men weren’t invited to the hausfraus 
mid-morning meetings. The article con­ 
tends that the men, uneasy over this dis­ 
play of independence, teased that the 
main reason for the gathering was to 
spread the latest klatsch or gossip. 
Kaffee, or coffee, was attached to the 
label for several reasons: the brew was 
traditionally a man’s drink and the beve*- 
rage of the nobility. A middle-class wom­ 
an serving coffee to her friends was 
striking a blow for social equality. 
I’M NOT SURE how much of the ar­ 
ticle is fact and how much conjecture but 
it doesn't really matter. Reading the 
short piece brought back memories of 
those days when the boys were small and 
I couldn't have existed without my daily 
kaffeeklatsches. 
When home was a third floor walk-up 
apartment in the midst of Rogers Park 
and there was only one tow-head running 
around, the best part of the day was 
tucking him in bed for an afternoon nap 
and congregating with my neighbors for 
a Coke and conversation. (Non-coffee 
drinkers have Kokeeklatsches.) 
As the article attests we were not there 
just to gossip — although the “did you 
hears’’ 
came 
up 
occasionally. 
The 
majority of our conversation was de­ 
voted to “ain’t it awfuls” (this category 
includes housework, food prices, child 
discipline, budgets, etc.) and “look at 
this world” (this category devoted to 
heads of state, states of nations, presi­ 
dential error and conflict in general). 


husband, battle with her mother-in-law 
or quarrel with society would come up 
and we would work together to find a 
solution. 
OUR MOVE TO THE suburbs brought 
little change to the kaffeeklatching. It re­ 
mained an afternoon tradition to set 
aside the things that needed to be done 
and take a break with the neighbors. The 
categories remained the same and there 
was always enough to say. 
A year ago, after working for three 
years and not having the routine after­ 
noon klatsch, I talked with Dr. Jeanine 
Gavin, director of Incentives, Inc., a pri­ 
vate mental health clinic in Des Plaines. 
Part of our conversation revolved around 
the very thing I’d been doing all those 
years. 
“We know that there are thousands of 
women having kaffeeklatsches, sitting 
with people they can trust, sharing the 
problems of their marriages, their af­ 
fairs, their fears, etc.,” Dr. Gavin said. 
“The afternoon coffee, however can 
perpetuate some problems. There is no 
one to turn to and say, ‘I hate my child.* 
The others will turn on her in anger and 
disgust. There is no one to tell her that 
this feeling is normal and natural. Some­ 
times the kaffeeklatsch can make a 
woman feel abnormal or sick.” 
DR. GAVIN ADDED that women (and 
men) have similar problems. The kaf­ 
feeklatsch can serve as a (and I hate the 
term) consciousness raising session, a 
therapy group or an encounter group. 
It would be silly to deny that close 
friends don’t get together and share their 
problems as well as their daily gripes 
and joys. I’ve heard intimate details of a 
person’s life revealed during a pinochle 
game during my card club days. 
Dr. Gavin feels this is dangerous. Your 
best friend can become your deadliest 
enemy while “helping” you work out a 
problem. She believes the helping is a 
job for^i professional, not a friend. 
Her feelings are shared by many oth­ 
ers in the mental health field. Some are 
opening up groups for women which 
would provide the “helping.** It’s food for 
thought — maybe something to discuss 
this afternoon over a cup of coffee with 
good friends.

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Old Issue (Money) Tops Teacher Salary Talks

Board of Education and representatives 
of the district s teachers tackled the is­ 
sue that hung up last year’s salary nego­ 
tiations Tuesday. 
The two sides quickly found them­ 
selves discussing the philosophy and his­ 
tory of teachers’ salary demands and ar­ 
guing over the purpose of their meeting. 
The meeting was the second by a com­ 
mittee of the Dist. 214 Board that has 
been charged with finding alternatives tr 
the present salary index used to deter­ 
mine the pay of Dist. 214 teachers. The 
index system was the major point of con­ 
tention between the board and teachers 
during last year’s negotiations. 
Under the index system, pay for expe­ 
rienced teachers is a fixed percentage of 
the base pay. As a result of the way the 
index is set up, a raise of $100 in the

tog the index. 
BACHHUBER said that be believes the 
board has made a definite decision that 
it will not continue the index into the 
1973-74 salary contract. 
“ This committee is a study of what we 
are going to do to place of it,” he said. 
When Carioti expressed the opinion 
that the teachers should not participate 
in the committee if elimination of the in­ 
dex was already determined, Aronson 
d i s a g r e e d with Bachhuber’s inter­ 
pretation. 


“The board certainly wants to get rid 
of the index, but that doesn’t mean we 
will do it,” Aronson said. “ I’m openly 
against the index system, but after study 
we may come to and say the index is the 


best thing and we’ll have to report that 
to the board.” 
THE COMMITTEE members received 
packets compiled by Assistant Supt. Rob­ 
ert Weber comparing Dist. 214’s salary 
schedules to those of ll other high school 
districts. Aronson pointed out that the 
only district with a more expensive 
schedule than Dist. 214 is the Leyden 
Township High School District. 
Aronson said his main concern about 
the present index is that it results in 
higher pay for teachers than salary plans 
used in other school districts. 
Carioti said teachers have found the in­ 
dex system necessary because it helped 
bring salaries up to a level that is com­ 
parable to the pay of other professionals. 


Aide To Oakton President Quits 


The resignation of Lena Lucietto, as­ 
sistant to the president at Oakton Com­ 
munity College, was accepted by the col­ 
lege board of trustees at its meeting 
Tuesday night. 
Miss Lucietto said she is leaving Oak­ 
ton to become assistant to the president 
and associate professor of education at 
the University of Rhode Island. Oakton 
trustee Griffith MacDonald, chairman of 
the board personnel committee, said the 
board accepted her resignation with 
regret and extends its good wishes. The 
resignation is effective April 6. 
As assistant to Oakton President Wil­ 


liam Koehnline, Miss Lucietto is in 
charge of public information, accredita­ 
tion of college programs, special funding 
including government grants, commu­ 
nication within the college and long- 
range planning of college programs and 
facilities. 
She joined the staff in May, 1970. Miss 
Lucietto received her undergraduate de­ 
gree from Rosary College in River 
Grove, and masters and doctorate de­ 
grees from the University of Chicago. 
She was formerly employed as a foreign 
language consultant for the Chicago Pub­ 
lic Schools. 


“ It’s only been in the last four or five 
years that there have been large salary 
increases,” he said. “ The increases were 
forced by that index.” 
He added that it might now be possible 
for teachers to agree to be less rigid 
about the index because salaries are 
higher, but added, “ It would have to be a 
point of education with the teaches. If we 
come up with an altered index wre’ll nev­ 
er sell it to some teachers.” 
When Bachhuber pointed to district 
budget projections that indicate Dist. 214 
faces increasing budget deficits in the 
next few years, Carioti said the associ­ 
ation has hired a private accountant to 
go over the district’s projections to sub­ 
stantiate whether or not the district is to 
financial trouble. 


“ IF OUR accountant arrives at the 
same position you’ve arrived at,” Carioti 
said, “ We’d be damn fools not to reconsi­ 
der the whole situation in negotiations 
He added, “ It has never been the in­ 
tent of the people in Dist. 214 to push this 
district to the (financial) brink. There 
has been question, though, about whether 
that brink is actually arriving.” 
Alternatives to the index system, the 
committee agreed, might include revised 
salary schedules with different base 
points, merit or modified merit pay sys­ 
tems or schedules that build in cost-of- 
living increases. 
The committee will meet again Tues­ 
day at 7:30 p.m. to the administration 
building, 799 W. Kensington Rd., Mount 
Prospect, to continue the discussions.

The Metropolitan Sanitary District is 
try ing to bu y two tracts of land , com­ 
prising 265 acres, near the site of the 
controv ersial proposed O’Hare Water 
Reclamation Plant. 
The two tracts are located on the 
sou thwest sid e of Des Plaines, sou th of 
the Northwest Tollway . The first, a 130- 
acre parcel, lies ju st west of Elmhu rst 
Road and north of Higgins Road . The 
second , a 135-acre tract, lies between 
Elmhu rst Road on the west. Mou nt Pros­ 
pect Road on the east, the tollway on the 
north and Higgins Road on the sou th. 
The land the MSD is seeking wou ld be 
u sed for two retention reserv oirs, not for 
a new location for the treatment plant, 
d istrict officials said last week. 


The MSD board is ex pected to ad opt an 
ord inance Jan. 25 to au thorize negotia­ 
tions (and cond emnation proceed ings if 
necessary ) to obtain the 130-acre site 
sou thwest of the O’Hare plant site. The 
ad d itional land will be’ u sed as the reser­ 
v oir for the Northwest su bu rban branch 
of the combined sewage ov erflow tu nnels 
being bu ilt as part of the Chicago Und er­ 
flow Plan. 


THE DISTRICT board last month ap­ 
prov ed a similar ord inance to seek the 
135 acres of land for the Willow-Higgins 
retention reserv oir. That site inclu d es 
land ev ened by the City of Chicago as 
well as priv ately -owned land sou theast of 
the O’Hare plant site. 
The d istrict’s plans to acqu ire the 130- 
acre site for the combined sewer ov er­ 
flow reserv oir were d iscu ssed by MSD 
board members Tu esd ay at a stu d y ses­ 
sion on flood control projects. 


Ben Sosewitz, d istrict general su perin­ 
tend ent, told the d istrict board members 
abou t the two new reserv oirs as a part of 
a statu s report to the board on v ariou s 
flood control projects u nd erway in the 
d istrict. 
Sosewitz told the board the d istrict 
hopes to obtain the City -of-Chicago- 
owned land from the old Rav enswood 
Airport, in ex change for prov id ing a 
d rainage ou tlet for a poorly d rained por­ 
tion of O'Hare Airport. 


The sanitary d istrict cannot cond emn 
land owned by the city and mu st seek the 
city ’s cooperation in obtaining the land 
for the Willow-Higgins reserv oir, Sosew­ 
itz ex plained . 


SOSEWITZ SAID the d istrict will also 
seek cooperation from the state in hav ing 
the Illinois Div ision of Waterway s d red ge 
Willow-Higgins Creek farther sou th in 
Rosemont at a cost of $1.2 million. The 
combination of the reserv oir and the 
d red ging is d esigned to end flood ing 
problems in sou thwestern Des Plaines 
and Rosemont as well as on the O’Hare 
property . 


Pointing to the 130-acre site the d istrict 
is seekin'T for the combined sewer ov er­ 
flow rescr\'oir, Sosewitz told the board 
members it is located in a sparsely -popu ­ 
lated , u nincorporated area and said he 
d ou bts the d istrict will meet opposition to 
locating the reserv oir there. 


He told the board members the d istrict 
might also acqu ire the land located be­ 
tween the reserv oir sites which is cu r­ 
rently occu pied by sev eral trailer parks 
and by the Oasis Driv e-in Theater. So- 
sew’itz said the d istrict wou ld only ac­ 
qu ire that land if the airport relocated 
the trailer park resid ents becau se of the 
park’s prox imity to a ru nway . 
Sosewitz noted Des Plaines resid ents 
who oppose locating the new water recl­ 
amation plant at the sou theast comer of

Oakton and Elmhu rst road s wou ld pre­ 
fer that the treatment plant be located 
on the u nincorporated reserv oir site. 
BUT HE SAID, in response to a qu es­ 
tion from Tru stee Joanne Alter, to relo­ 
cate the proposed plant wou ld d elay thp 
d istrict’s constru ction timetable “consid ­ 
erably .” Sosewitz said the d istrict hasn’t 
acqu ired the land for the basin y et, and 
that it wou ld hav e to red esign engineer­ 
ing plans if the location were to be 
changed . He said acqu iring the land 
cou ld mean a two-to-three y ear d elay in 
plant constru ction if the d istrict were to 
change the plant location. 
Sosewitz told Mrs. Alter the d istrict 
pu rchased the 105-acre Oakton and Elm­ 
hu rst site originally for the plant becau se 
it was “read ily av ailable.” 


The general su perintend ent, who is 
leav ing the d istrict Feb. 1 to join a pri­ 
v ate engineering firm, said he d oes not 
believ e Des Plaines officials are totaUy 
opposed to the location of the plant at the 
present site. They are concerned with the 
ov erall need s for sewage treatment in 


the area, he said . 
He said opposition to the plant location 
at Oakton and Elmhu rst road s comes 
chiefly from, “some v ery v ocal eighth 
ward citizens.” 
IN REPORTING to the MSD tru stees 
on other flood control projects u nd er­ 
way , Sosewitz said : 
• The d istrict shou ld set priorities for 
need ed reserv oirs and u se u p a remain­ 
ing $19 million in bond allocations for 
flood control programs alread y au thor­ 
ized by the General Assembly . 
• Work on the Bu ffalo Creek Reserv oir 
is awaiting the cond emnation of land by 
the Lake Cou nty Forest Preserv e Dis­ 
trict.

MSD Seeks Land For 2 Retention Basins

The Metropolitan Sanitary District is 
trying to buy two tracts of land, com­ 
prising 265 acres, near the site of the 
controversial 
proposed 
O’Hare 
W ater 
Reclam ation Plant. 


The two tracts are located on the 
southwest side of Des Plaines, south of 
the Northwest Tollway. The first, a 130- 
acre parcel, lies just west of Elm hurst 
Road and north of Higgins Road. The 
second, a 135-acre tract, lies between 
Elm hurst Road on the west, Mount Pros­ 
pect Road on the east, the tollway on the 
north and Higgins Road on the south. 
The land the MSD is seeking would be 
used for two retention reservoirs, not for 
a new location for the treatment plant, 
district officials said last week. 


The MSD board is expected to adopt an 
ordinance Jan . 25 to authorize negotia­ 
tions (and condemnation proceedings if 
necessary) to obtain the 130-acre site 
southwest (rf the O’Hare plant site. The 
additional land w ill be* used as the reser­ 
voir for the Northwest suburban branch 
of the combined sewage overflow tunnels 
being built as part of the Chicago Under­ 
flow Plan. 


TH E D ISTRIC T board last month ap­ 
proved a sim ilar ordinance to seek the 
135 acres of land for the Willow-Higgins 
retention reservoir. That site includes 
land owned by the City of Chicago as 
well as privately-owned land southeast of 
the O’Hare plant site. 


The district’s plans to acquire the 130- 
acre site for the combined sewer over­ 
flow reservoir were discussed by MSD 
board members Tuesday at a study ses­ 
sion on flood control projects. 


Ben Sosewitz, district general superin­ 
tendent, told the district board members 
about the two new reservoirs as a part of 
a status report to the board on various 
flood control projects underway in the 
district. 
Sosewitz told the board the district 
hopes 
to 
obtain 
the 
City-of-Chicago- 
owned land from the old Ravenswood 
Airport, in exchange for providing a 
drainage outlet for a poorly drained por­ 
tion of O’Hare Airport. 


The sanitary district cannot condemn 
land owned by the city and must seek the 
city’s cooperation in obtaining the land 
for the Willow-Higgins reservoir, Sosew­ 
itz explained. 


SO SEW ITZ SA ID the district w ill also 
seek cooperation from the state in having 
the Illinois Division of W aterways dredge 
Willow-Higgins Creek farther south in 
Rosemont at a cost of $1.2 million. The 
combination of the reservoir and 
the 
dredging is designed to end flooding 
problems in southwestern Des Plaines 
and Rosemont as well as on the O’Hare 
property. 


Pointing to the 139-acre site the district 
is seeking for the combined sewer over­ 
flow reservoir, Sosewitz told the board 
members it is located in a sparsely-popu­ 
lated, unincorporated area and said he 
doubts the district w ill meet opposition to 
locating the reservoir there. 


He told the board members the district 
might also acquire the land located be­ 
tween the reservoir sites which is cur­ 
rently occupied by several trailer parks 
and by the Oasis Drive-in Theater. So­ 
sewitz said the district would only ac­ 
quire that land if the airport relocated 
the trailer park residents because of the 
park’s proximity to a runway.

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Report (.lies Lax Admissions Policies 
Junior Colleges Violating State Law? 


SPRINGRIELD, IU. (UPI) - Many ll* 
Ii nots junior colleges may be violating 
state law because of lax admissions pol­ 
icies for some of their programs, accord­ 
ing, to a legislative commission report. 
The report also says students entering 
junior colleges with the intention of even­ 
tually earning four-year college degrees 
are much less likely to succeed than 
those who begin in universities. 
Sen. William Harris. R-Pontiac, issued 
the report of the Illinois Economic and 
Fiscal Commission Tuesday. He is chair­ 
man of the panel. 
THE REPORT CITES provisions of the 
public junior college act that “students 
allowed entry in college transfer pro­ 
grams must have ability and competence 


similar to that possessed by students ad­ 
mitted to state universities for similar 
programs.” 
That requirement, the report said, is 
not being met by many of the state’s 48 
junior coUeges. 
Comparison of test scores and high 
school grades for students entering ju­ 
nior college transfer p ro g ram s and those 
entering universities as freshmen, the re­ 
port said, shows junior college entrants 
rank lower on each scale. 
Grade-point averages, based on a four- 
point scale, were a fuU half point lower 
for junior college entrants than for uni­ 
versity freshmen, the report said. 
FURTHER, the commission asked ju­ 
nior college heads about criteria for ad­ 


mission to transfer programs at their in­ 
stitutions. C 
“The response from 17 of the 48 
campuses indicated ‘no criteria.* Others 
listed minimal criteria . . . while still oth­ 
ers took one full page of their catalogues 
to present elaborate criteria — which al­ 
most anyone could meet,” the report 
said. 


Entrance Standards Differ 


“The colleges which do not exercise 
these criteria for admission outlined in 
the law appear to be violating both the 
Illinois Junior College Board standards 
and the Public Junior College Act,” the 
report said. 
“When the junior colleges admit un­ 
qualified students to these programs and 
pass them on still unqualified to the uni­ 
versities. neither the student nor the pub­ 
lic interest has been served,” the report 
said. 


At Harper9 Oakton Colleges 


The Northwest suburbs’ two junior col­ 
leges differ in the entrance standards 
they require of students for college trans­ 
fer courses. 
At Harper College in Palatine, students 
who want to enter a program designed to 
serve as the equivalent of two years at a 
four-year college or university must have 
a grade average of at least “C” or rank 
in the upper half of their high school 
graduating class, according to Donn 
Stansbury, Harper dean of admissions. 
On the other hand, students entering 
Oakton College in Morton Grove are ad­ 
mitted to college transfer programs if 
they have high school diplomas. Oakton 
admissions director John Gegin said the 
college does not require different stan­ 
dards for college transfer students and 
those taking vocational courses. 


“You can go to Southern Illinois Univer­ 
sity in the spring quarter with a lower 
grade average than in the fall quarter.’* 
Stansbury added that high school grad­ 
uates who fall below the minimum re­ 
quired for entrance into Harper’s trans­ 
fer programs are frequently counseled 
and placed in remedial programs for one 
semester and are later admitted to the 
transfer program. 


“THE STUDENT probably would have 
beer better aff if early counseling had 
revealed the nature of his qualifications 
and had directed him toward the appro­ 
priate developmental programs or op­ 
portunities in the occupational curricula. 
From the public’s viewpoint, limited re­ 
sources have been misallocated.” 


A report by the Illinois Economic and 
Fiscal Commission Tuesday charged that 
junior colleges in Illinois may be violat- 


“I don’t really think Harper can be 
criticized very much for admissions 
procedures,” he added. 
Gegin at Oakton declined comment on 
the commission report except to say, 
“Our whole purpose of existence is to 
serve the community, not to set up bar­ 
riers to education.” Gegin added that the 
Illinois Junior College Board, which sets 
standards for the state’s junior colleges, 
should address itself to the commissions 
charges. 


The report also said junior colleges ex­ 
perience a higher dropout rate than four- 
year institutions and, when junior college 
students do transfer to universities, they 
have more academic difficulties than 
those who began there. 
“For a student entering a junior col­ 
lege baccalaureate-oriented program, the 
odds are very much against his ever re­ 
ceiving a baccalaureate degree,” the re­ 
port said.

STANSBURY, AFTER hearing the

couldn't always find advertised items 
at the advertised prices in some su­ 
permarkets. The Federal Trade Com­ 


mission has alleged that this has been 
happening in some A&P stores in the 
Chicago area, in violation of FTC 
rules. 


A recent check by The Herald of three 
local AAP stm ^ di^losed the following: 
IN THE STORE at 1601 W. Camp bell, 
Arlington Heights, sirloin steak was 
marked $1.49 p er p ou nd, and Porter­ 
hou se and T-bone were marked $1.79, al­ 
thou gh adv ertisements in newsp ap ers 
that day (Wednesday ) annou nced that 
sirldn steak was selling for $1.28 p er 
p ou nd and the other two cu ts, $1.58. 'The 
nex t day , ^ meat was marked as ad­ 
v ertised. Bu t smaU p rint at the bottom of 
the ad had declared all p rices effectiv e 
beginning Wednesday . 
Other items ov erp riced inclu ded Ana- 
cin tablets, adv ertised at $1.09 p er bottle 
of 100, sellii« for $1.19; Italian dressing, 
adv ertised at 55 c&As for a 16-ou nce 
bottle, selling at 57 cents; and p eanu t 
bu tter, adv ertised at $1.19 for a 3-p ou nd 
jar, u nav ailable on Wednesday , av ailable 
at $1.39 on Thu rsday . 
&)me adv atised items were not av ail­ 
able at all.

A&P Ad Claims Hit By Government 


by MONICA WILCH 
A little-pubbcized report issued last 
summer by the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion, charging the AAP grocery chain 
with not delivering on advertised prices, 
was based in part on surveys in the Chi­ 
cago area, The Herald has learned. 
The proposed complaint, based on sur­ 
veys in Chicago, Atlanta, Milwaukee, 


and 12 other cities, charged that the na­ 
tion’s largest retail food chain advertised 
sale prices for items which actually were 
not available at or below the advertised 
price, or were not available at all. 
In Chicago, 21 per cent of the 284 ad­ 
vertised items checked in four AAP 
stores were unavailable or overpriced, 
according to the FTC report.

A recent check by The Herald of three 
local AAP stores disclosed the following: 
IN THE STORE at 1601 W. Campbell, 
Arlington Heights, sirloin steak was 
marked $1.49 per pound, and Porter­ 
house and T-bone were marked $1.79, al­ 
though advertisements in newspapers 
that day (Wednesday) announced that 
sirloin steak was selling for $1.28 per 
pound and the other two cuts, $1.58. The 
next day, the meat was marked as ad­ 
vertised. But small print at the bottom of 
the ad had declared all prices effective 
beginning Wednesday. 
Other items overpriced included Ana- 
cin tablets, advertised at $1.09 per bottle 
of IOO, selling for $1.19; Italian dressing, 
advertised at 55 cents for a 16-ounce 
bottle, selling at 57 cents; and peanut 
butter, advertised at $1.19 for a 3-pound 
jar, unavailable on Wednesday, available 
at $1.39 on Thursday. 
Some advertised items were not avail­ 
able at all. One brand of frankfurters 
was not in stock on Wednesday, but was 
available on Thursday. Another brand 
was not on the shelves either day. 
Three kinds of AAP brand frozen po­ 
tatoes were advertised at $1 for three 20- 
ounce packages. None of these were in 
the case, so a Herald reporter inquired 
about them. An employe checked in the 
stockroom and then said the potatoes 
were “only available in our Wheeling 
store.” When he was shown the ad, 
which stated that all prices were effec­ 
tive in all AAP stores in Cook and Du- 
Page counties, he said the store did not 
have the potatoes and offered the re­ 
porter a raincheck for the next weekend. 


HOWEVER, ACCORDING to an FTC 
ruling issued last year, stores may not 
routinely issue rainchecks on advertised 
sales, but only if the item is unavailable 
due to non-delivery beyond the adverti­ 
ser’s control. The ruling requires that 
stores have sufficient supplies on hand to 
meet a “reasonable demand.” 
The same ruling forbids stores from 
reneging on sales by announcing that 
“not all items are available at all 
stores.” If the sale is limited to certain 
stores, they must be specified in the ad. 
The manager of the store declined to 
comment on the FTC complaint or on 
AAP pricing policies. 
Surveys in the AAP stores on North 
Arlington Heights Road in Arlington 
Heights and on 111. Rte. 83 in Mount 
Prospect, also on Wednesday, turned up

The omission of a letter of the alphabet 
in a radio transmission has been dis­ 
closed as a possible cause for the colli­ 
sion of two jetliners last Dec. 22 at 
0 Hare Airport.

During 
testimony 
by Capt 
Robert 
McDowell, pilot of a Delta Airlines Con- 
vair 880. which was struck by a North 
Central Airlines DC-9, it was found that 
either the letter “R” or “L” was left off 
a transmission with the ground con­ 
troller. 
According to McDowell’s testimony, he 
landed his Delta flight 954 on Runway 
14L heading southeast toward Runway 
32R. When he reached the end of 32R he 
continued to taxi and took 
what is 
termed the “bridge route” south toward 
Runway 32L’s holding pad. 
While on the “bridge route,” McDowell 
testified that he was told by the ground 
controller to “just pull over to 32 pad.” It 
was in that transmission that officials 
think is an important piece of evidence. 
ACCORDING TO transcripts of the 
communication and 
the testimony 
of. 
McDowell, the controller apparently did 
not specify 32L or 32R. “Therefore,” said 
McDowell, “Since I was heading toward 
32L and it was impossible for me to turn 
an 880 around in the taxi area, I never 
thought of going to 32R.” 
The accident occurred when the Delta 
jet was crossing an active runway at the 
entrance of pad 32L. 
Also disclosed for the first time during 
McDowell’s testimony, was the fact that 
the ground controller assumed that flight 
954 was holding on the 32R pad. 
Charles 
Peters, 
spokesman for 
the

Administration 
said 
during the hearing. “For all purposes 


that jet was out there taxiing with no one 
knowing it was there. The controller as­ 
sumed that when he landed on runway 
14L and he got the message to go to pad 
32 he would go to 32R.” 
However, as another aviation official 
said, “By the time the transmission was 
made, flight 954 was past that point.” 
McDowell also testified that in eight 
years of landing at O’Hare airport he has 
never held in pad 32R. He said it is also 
normal use at O’Hare to cross active 
runways 
and 
crossing 
areas 
without 
checking with controllers. 
OFFICIALS ASKED McDowell and two 
other pilots, who testified earlier, if there 
are rules governing the crossing of ac­ 
tive runways. They all answered “No.” 
Xapt. George Ross, another Delta pilot 
who took off from O’Hare shortly before 
the crash, said he makes it a policy, 
however, to always check with the tower 
before crossing active runways. 
“I have done it all my 26 years of com­ 
mercial flying,” said Ross. “There are 
however, no rules governing that proce­ 
dure. It is just a personal thing with 
me.” 
McDowell also testified that before his 
jet was struck by the North Central 
plane, he saw the lights coming toward 
his tail section. “I was answering a ques­ 
tion when I saw the plane and heard a 
noise. I yelled to the crew to check the 
passengers and saw a red glow in the 
fog,” he said. 
“I thought we were on fire and ordered 
the plane cleared. However, we did not 
have a fire and therefore had a very or­ 
derly evacuation of the aircraft,” ex­ 
plained McDowell. 
He said he then stopped a Chicago po­ 
lice car on the runway and asked the 
policeman to contact the tower to tell 
them to close down the runways in the 
crash area. He also asked police to call 
the emergency equipment. 
“I would say the fire trucks took about 
15 minutes to get to the scene from the 


Another Delta Jet Lost 
On Night Of Fatal Crash 


Delta Flight 954, which was involved in 
a crash at O’Hare Airport Dec. 22, was 
not the only Delta jet that had trouble 
that night. 
Flight 750, which landed just before 954 
and whose crew witnessed the crash, was 
lost for several minutes as it taxied 
around the airport. 
According to testimony given by Flight 
750’s captain, Fredrick Haskell, it was 
his first time into O’Hare and when he 
got on the ground he became lost. Has­ 
kell said it added to the confusion when 
he was told to go to the “penalty box.” 
The “penalty box” is located in the 
southwest corner of the airport and is 
used as an area for incoming planes 
waiting for gate openings. Haskell testi­ 
fied that he had never heard the term 
before and was aware of no such area 
when he landed at the airport. 


Haskell admitted to making several 
wrong turns and once having to make a 
180-degree turn at one point to get back 
on course. In all, Haskell and his crew 
made at least 40 calls to the ground con­ 
troller while they were on the ground. 
HOWEVER, Haskell also testified that 
he thinks he was never on the radar 
scope of the ground controller. “I got the 
impression I was not on radar,” he told 
the board of inquiry. Haskell said it was 
his first time into O’Hare and he quali­ 
fied because he was able to land at Chi­ 
cago’s Midway Airport.

Haskell said that when he 
finally 
reached the penalty box, he saw a red 
flash and a fiery object slide past his 
plane. He radioed the tower and told 
them of crash and later was given per­ 
mission to enter his gate area. 
He said he had no idea where he was 
in relation to the gate area while he was 
in the penalty box. 
The Federal Aviation Administration 
officials present at the hearing were crit­ 
ical of several of Haskell’s statement’s 
but officials from Delta and the Airline 
Pilot’s Association said it was not Has­ 
kell’s problem the board was studying. 
After Haskell’s testimony the chairman 
of the board, Louis Thayer, warned all 
officials to keep the questioning to the 
subject of the Delta-North Central crash.

THE PILOT SAID he remembered the 
times because the crew was worried 
about a passenger who had a history of 
heart attacks.

“The 32L pad is a natural holding area 
for Delta planes and if I heard the trans­ 
mission to go to 32, I would naturally go 
to 32L no matter where I was,” said 
McDowell, who at this point had been 
through almost two hours of questioning. 
The board also heard testimony yester­ 
day from other members of the Delta 
crew and is expected to call the captain 
and crew of the North Central plane to 
testify today. The hearing will begin at 9 
a.m. at the Sheraton-O’Hare. 
Ten persons were killed in the crash 
that took place on a foggy night at the 
airport. All were passengers on the 
North Central plane. 
The NTSB board of inquiry will not 
make a decision on the cause of the 
crash for at least two months said one 
board member.

I p ray that p ar­ 
ents in su bu rban co mmu nities will p ro ­ 
mo te within their children a g reater ap ­ 
p reciatio n fo r tho se leaders who rep re­ 
sent different cu ltu ral backg ro u nds fro m 
their o wn.

^ l e fo rg et that Dr. 
King p ro mo ted ju stice and equ ality, no t 
ju st fo r black p eo p le, bu t fo r the elderly, 
the yo u ng , the sick, the jo bless, and the 
ho meless. 
As a yo u ng p erso n, I wo u ld like to 
fo cu s this article o n Dr. King ’s co ncern 
fo r yo u th. First, Dr. King u rg ed that 18- 
to 21-year-o lds be g iven the rig ht to vo te 
— to day, they may do so . Dr. King was 
o p p o sed to the Vietnam War, becau se he 
felt it was an immo ral war — p eo p le 
were being killed witho u t reaso n. 
Y O U N G AMERICANS, esp eci^y 
yo u ng white Americans, jo ined Dr. ^ ng 
in u rg ing America to review its p o sitio n 
in the war, sto p the killing , and u se its 
reso u rces to help the p o w, the elderly, 
and the mino rities in this co u ntry. Dr. 
King u rg ed yo u ng Americans to ado p t 
the kmd o f valu es that fo cu sed <m p eo p le 
rather than thing s — g reen g rass, a new 
ho u se, a car, etc. No w that Dr. King has 
been taken fro m u s, we mu st co ntinu e 


what he started. 
It is no t really imp o rtant that Dr. King 
was black, o r that he wo n the No bel 
Peace Prize. It is imp o rtant, ho wever, 
that we reco g nize that Dr. King was a 
lo yal American, co ncerned abo u t all o f 
mankind. Dr. King bdieved that yo u can­ 
no t be what yo u o u g ht to be u ntil I am 
what I o u g ht to be, and I canno t be what 
I o u g ht to be u ntil yo u are what yo u 
o u g ht to be. 
Ano ther very imp o rtant co ncern fo r 
yo u ng p eo p le is edu catio n. Scho o l is im­ 
p o rtant, no t o nly becau se it teaches u s 
arithmetic, reading , sp elling , etc., \mi 
fo r its imp o rtance in teaching mo rality 
and u nderstanding . If a stu dent attends 
an all-white su bu rban, scho o l, he may be 
exp o sed o nly to white leaders, acco m­ 
p lishments, and valu es. The same thing 
is tru e if a stu dent g o es to an all-black 
scho o l. Stu dents mu st be exp o sed to mu l­ 
ti-racial 
situ atio ns, 
cu rricu lu m, 
and 
teachers o f different racial backg ro u nds. 
To deny this denies the yo u ng mind the 
o p p o rtu nity to develo p fu Uy. 
So me p eo p le did no t like Dr. King b^ 
cau se he was black. Others did no t like 
him becau se they believed he was a tro u ­ 
blemaker. When Jesu s chased the mo ney 
chang ers o u t o f the temp le and u rg ed 
p eo p le to end their wicked ways, he also 
was called a traito r and a tro u blemaker. 
Dr. King tried to help mankind — we 
mu st remember this. 
He co u ld have been the p resident o f 
many u niversities, he was <rffered am­ 
bassado rship s, and o ther hig h jo bs, bu t 
he declined. His missio n in life was car­ 
ing abo u t o thers. Fo r these reaso ns, I 
want the who le wide wo rld to kno w that 
as a yo u ng black teenag er living in the 
su bu rbs, I am g lad that Go d sent Dr. 
King this way, I am g lad that he sp o ke 
o u t ag ainst inju stices in America. 
TODAY MANY yo u ng p eo p le in Amer­ 
ica remain co ncerned abo u t the war. Dr. 
King was criticized by many Americans 
becau se he led demo nstratiMis. They 
said he was p ro mo ting vio lence; they did 
no t believe he was a man co mmitted to 
no n-vio lence. Yet these same critics crit­ 
icized Dr. King fo r his stance ag ainst the 
war. Dr. King believed in the Bible verse 
that says “Tho u shall no t kill,” 
ap p arently Mr. Ray did no t believe this, 
and so Dr. King was killed. 


I am p ro u d o f many o f o u r yo u th to ­ 
day. They are fo llo wing Dr. íü ng ’s ex­ 
amp le by lo o king at so me o f o u r valu es 
and chall^g ing tho se ills that are u n- 
American. Adu lts need to listen mo re to 
yo u th. Lo ng hair and manner o f dress 
sho u ld no t deter adu lts fro m ju dg ing 
yo u ng p ecó le by their character.

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Minority Employment At Suburban Companies Sought

A major effort to provide jobs for mi­ 
norities while at the same time meeting 
the employment needs of suburban busi­ 
nesses and industry has been launched 
by the suburban division of the Southern 
C h r i s t i a n 
Leadership 
Conference 
(SCLC). 
The program calls for a sharing of in- 
f o r m a t i o n b e t w e e n employment 
agencies, school counselors and organiza­ 
tions representing minorities and subur­ 
ban companies in need of employes. 
The program is being coordinated by 
the Minority Industrial Relations Council 
'MIRO, formed by SCLC to aid com­ 
panies in effective recruitment of minor­ 


ities and to serve as a watchdog to make 
certain there are equal opportunities for 
minorities throughout the suburbs. 
THE TUR CST of the MIRC campaign 
is directed at those companies which do 
business with or hold contracts with the 
federal government or those colleges or 
universities which get federal grants. 
These recipients are required by law to 
provide, essentially, equal employment 
opportunities for all minorities. 
To date, MIRC has 12 members, in­ 
cluding United Air Lines. Sears Roebuck 
Co., Harper College, Allstate, Scott Fore- 
sman and Co.. Western Electric (Lisle 
division), Desoto, Silver Burdett Publish­ 
ing Co., TAB Products and Co., Searle 


Laboratories, Amersham Searle, and 
Mystik Tape Co. 
At MIRC’s second organizational meet­ 
ing, held Tuesday at United Air Lines 
corporate offices in Elk Grove Village, 
Clyde Brooks, chairman of SCLC's sub­ 
urban division, told of the reasons behind 
the program. 
He explained that companies located in 
the suburbs have complained that there 
are not enough people willing to accept 
jobs with them and that the applicants 
they do get are either unqualified or un­ 
suited for the specific job. 
He said representatives of minority or­ 
ganizations doubt that suburban com­ 
panies are sincere in their efforts to em-

Many trib­ 
utes have been uttered about the slain 
civil rights leader during the week, and 
today the Herald offers one with a spe­ 
cial viewpoint — that of a 14-year-old 
black resident of Elk Grove Village, 
Cookie Brooks.

This week, all across the nation, people 
celebrated the birthday of Dr. Martin Lu­ 
ther King Jr. In Chicago, Mayor Richard 
J. Daley declared Jan. 15 as Dr. Martin 
Luther King Day. Schools and some City 
Halls closed their doors to permit their 
students and employes to celebrate one 
of America’s leaders. Perhaps one day 
all America will realize that Dr. King 
made as great a contribution to this na­ 
tion as other American leaders and de­ 
clare Jan. 15 a national holiday. 
As a young black resident of suburbia, 
I am grateful for whatever good is done 
in the name of Dr. King. I pray that par­ 
ents in suburban communities will pro­ 
mote within their children a greater ap­ 
preciation for those leaders who repre­ 
sent different cultural backgrounds from 
their own. Many people forget that Dr. 
King promoted justice and equality, not 
just for black people, but for the elderly, 
the young, the sick, the jobless, and the 
homeless. 
As a young person, I would like to 
focus this article on Dr. King’s concern 
for youth. First, Dr. King urged that 18- 
to 21-year-okis be given the right to vote 
—- today, they may do so. Dr. King was 
opposed to the Vietnam War, because he 
felt it was an immoral war — people 
were being killed without reason. 
YOUNG AMERICANS, especially 
young white Americans, joined Dr. King 
in urging America to review its position 
in the war, stop the killing, and use its 
resources to help the poor, the elderly, 
and the minorities in this country. Dr. 
King urged young Americans to adopt 
the kind of values that focused on people 
rather than things — green grass, a new 
house, a car, etc. Now that Dr. King has 
been taken from us. we must continue 


what he started. 
It is not really important that Dr. King 
was black, or that he won the Nobel 
Peace Prize. It is important, however, 
that we recognize that Dr. King was a 
loyal American, concerned about all of 
mankind. Dr. King believed that you can­ 
not be what you ought to be until I am 
what I ought to be, and I cannot be what 
I ought to be until you are what you 
ought to be. 
Another very important concern for 
young people is education. School is im­ 
portant, not only because it teaches us 
arithmetic, reading, spelling, etc., but 
for its importance in teaching morality 
and understanding. If a student attends 
an all-white suburban school, he may be 
exposed wily to white leaders, accom­ 
plishments, and values. The same thing 
is true if a student goes to an all-black 
school. Students must be exposed to mul­ 
ti-racial 
situations, 
curriculum, 
and 
teachers of different racial backgrounds. 
To deny this denies the young mind the 
opportunity to develop fully. 
Some people did not like Dr. King be­ 
cause he was black. Others did not like 
him because they believed he was a trou­ 
blemaker. When Jesus chased the money 
changers out of the temple and urged 
people to end their wicked ways, he also 
was called a traitor and a troublemaker. 
Dr. King tried to help mankind — we 
must remember this. 
He could have been the president of 
many universities, he was offered am­ 
bassadorships, and other high jobs, but 
he declined. His mission in life was car­ 
ing about others. For these reasons, I 
want the whole wide world to know that 
as a young black teenager living in the 
suburbs, I am glad that God sent Dr. 
King this way, I am glad that he spoke 
out against injustices in America. 
TODAY MANY young people in Amer­ 
ica remain concerned about the war. Dr. 
King was criticized by many Americans 
because he led demonstrations. They 
said he was promoting violence; they did 
not believe he was a man committed to 
non-violence. Yet these same critics crit­ 
icized Dr. King for his stance against the 
war. Dr. King believed in the Bible verse 
that says “Thou shall not kill,” but 
apparently Mr. Ray did not believe this, 
and so Dr. King was killed. 
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I am proud of many of our youth to­ 
day. They are following Dr. King s ex­ 
ample by looking at some of our values 
and challenging those ills that are un- 
American.

TUESDAY’S MEETING provided a 
good example of what area companies 
are looking for in the way of employes, 
who minority representatives and school 
counselors have to offer to these com­ 
panies and the problems that result when 
the two are incompatible.

The failure to match up the job with 
the individual led to an objection that it 
was the qualifications that were too 
stringent and that some of the traditional 
hiring practices should be altered to fit 
the needs of the minorities. 
It was also agreed upon that since the 
reality (rf open housing in the suburbs is 
probably a long way off, a temporary 
solution to the job problem lies with com- 
p a n i e s providing necessary trans­ 
portation to interested applicants. It was 
contended the companies decided to lo­ 
cate in the suburbs and the burden for 
getting people to the jobs rests on their 
shoulders.. And the people would travel 
to a job if it was meaningful, it was con­ 
cluded.

The accent is proper, and our 
hope is that Dean and Rutherford 
will have the latitude to carry 
through on those problems too long 
neglected in this state. 


For Rutherford, it’s the second 
time around. He was Richard 
Ogilvie’s first director of con­ 
servation, an appointment widely 
applauded at the time. 


Among his goals, he stressed re­ 
formation of the patronage-ridden 
department into one of professional 
service, and the acquisition of 
more park land to elevate Illinois 
from its dead-last position among 
the 48 continental states. 


He made, great strides in land ac­ 
quisition, but before he could 
achieve reformation of the depart­ 
ment, the system chewed him up. 
He was transferred to a position as 
coordinator of environmental qual­ 
ity, which he regarded as mean­ 
ingless, and he finally quit state 
government. 


The problems are still with us. 
Illinois still ranks far down the list 
of states in terms of park land set 
aside per population; the con­ 
servation department still is far 
from the level of professionalism 
that distinguishes states like Wis­ 
consin and Michigan; and Illinois 
still remains a state where — given 
the choice between preservation 
and private interest — private in­ 
terest is almost always the winner. 


Rutherford has the experience 
and the sensitivity to know what 
has to be done. Dean seems to have 
the flame of a c(Miservation activist 
who’ll insist on priorities for pre­ 
servation. His credentials include 
founding the Illinois Planning and 
Conservation League and the Illi­ 
nois Environmental News, and he 
serves as adviser to the Great 
Lakes chapter of the Sierra Club. 


There are some “ifs” — if Ruth­ 
erford was appointed for more 
than his name value, and if both 
men will have a free hand to move. 


But there’s no reason at this 
point to believe that their appoint­ 
ments weren’t made out of con­ 
viction, so our wish for them is 
speedy confirmation and full-bore 
concentration on shaking up the 
conservation system inlllinois. 


Brita in’s Press Ga g Dilemma 


For those who feel no ccMiceni over the 
growing tendency toward restrictions on 
the press in the United States, there is an 
interesting case study in the plight of the 
“thalidomide babies,” whose trag^y 
triggered fleeting international anguish 
more th^ a decade ago. 


It was a tragedy chiefly centered in 
Britain, where some ^ children were 
bom with horrible deformHies, to moth­ 
ers who had been using the tranquilizer 
thalidomide. 
Reports of the disaster brought cries of 
horror throughout the world. They also 
led to tightened restrictions on ex- 
perimentati(m and maiketing of drugs in 
the U. S. as well as in England. 


The story lingered on from 1958 to 1961, 
when the drug was finally removed from 
the market — and it continued to receive 
wide attention until 1962, when the fimt 
lawsuit was filed against the English 
manufacturer of the drug. 


The filing of that lawsuit invdted a 
stem British restriction on the press, 
which is prohibited from repotting on 
cases under considerati<Mi by tte courts. 
The press of England docilely bowed to 
the law and the tragic story of the tha­ 
lidomide babies was banished from the 
public prints.

Your typical scrap aluminum 
can collector is probably a youth­ 
ful, civic-minded type doing it in 
the interests of ecxdogy.

The students, Charles Johnson 
and R. J. Wheelock, say the typical 
collects is male between 36 and 55 
who drinks beer, works at a non- 
professkHial occupati(» i at less 
than 110,6 00 a year and collects 
a sm a» a famUy project His 
primary motivation is 
money, 
which “substantially outweighs” 
his concern for the environment. 


Johnson and Wheekick ques­ 
tioned can collectors at Alcoa “Yes 
We Can” redemption centers in the 
Dallas and Fort Worth area, where 
collectors are paid 10 cents a 


pound for scrap cans. The re­ 
clamation study was undertaken to 
meet part of the requirements for 
their master of business adminis­ 
tration degrees. 


They found that the majority of 
scavengers, 72 per cent, collect 
cans <m a fairly regular basis and, 
surprisingly, only 3 per cent do so 
to raise funds for Scout, civic or 
church-related efforts. 


Since the “Yes We Can” pro­ 
gram started two years ago in Da l­ 
la s, FfMTt Worth and San Diego, 
some 300 million cans have been 
reclaimed and more than $1.5 mil­ 
lion paid to the public.

As recounted in the current issue of 
Time magazine, the manufacturer began 
in 1962 making efforts to settle the issue 
with parents of children born without 
arms, without legs, without vital organs. 


The company’s early offers ranged 
from $17,500 to $36,000 as lump sum set­ 
tlements for children needing lifetime 
physical and psychological care, most of 
them now in early adolescence. 


As Time reports, no proof of negli­ 
gence has been established against the 
manufacturer, but the token settlements 
it offered were evidence of an awareness 
of a moral responsibility to the victims 
of its product. 
The company was unable to escape 
with these paltry payments because a 
handful of parents of the deformed chil­ 
dren refused to accept the condition that 
all lawsuits be withdrawn. 
For ten years, they fought alone 
against one of England’s giant manufac­ 
turers while the nation went unaware of 
their plight because its editors feared jail 
if they broke the restrictions imposed by 
the law. 
Finally this fall, an editor by the name 
of Harold Evans decided to defy the 
court and began reporting on the plight 
of the children in the Sunday Times. A 
court ruled (“tortuously,” as Time put 
it) that the first five articles in the Sun­ 
day Times did not constitute contempt, 
but warned that a sixth installment 
would. 
The Times bowed to the ruling, but by 
that time the story had been taken up 
throughout the nation. “ By Christmas,” 
reports Time, “the story was front page 
news in nearly every daily in the coun­ 
try, and Britons began to raise a storm 
of protest.” 
The cry was taken up in the Parlia­ 
ment, and by the shareholders in the 
company, whose stock fell in value a to­ 
tal of $70.5 million in nine days. 
At the time of Time’s report, the pres­ 
sure had led the company to raise its 
offer to the victims from $7 million to $51 
million, which the parents were consid­ 
ering. 
The public outcry was also bringing 
proposals for greater responsibility on 
the part of drug producers and increased 
rights for children crippled before birth. 
“Finally,” said Time, “the laws that 
gagged Britain’s press, and allowed the 
affair to drag on unnoticed for a decade, 
may be radically altered, probably for­ 
ever, by the courageous precedent of 
Editor Evans and the Sunday Times.” 
The case invites comparison to that cf 
the New York Times and the Pentagon 
Papers.

Banks 
also are becoming more wary about 
making big loans to companies the au­ 
thorities might crack down on because of 
pollution. 
But it’s the insurance companies that 
can apply quick pressure, according to 
Burton F. Harris, executive vice presi­ 
dent of Continental Casualty Co. of Chi­ 
cago. Harris said Insurance Co. of North 
A rn ica and seven or eight other major 
national carriers also have started apply­ 
ing such pressure. Continental Casualty 
is a member of the CNA Financial 
group. 


Rather than turning on the heat 
directly with the bhmt threat “ Clean up 
in a hurry or we caiK^el your policies!”

through industry trade associations. One 
is the National Solid Waste Management 
Association, members of which are vul­ 
nerable to lawsuits resulting from land­ 
fill and other r^use disposal op^ations, 
Harris said.

S ales Tax Big S ou rce Of S tate Cash 


Sales taxes conetinue to predominate i f 
the leading state tax revanie loiiroe, 
Commerce aearing House reported. 
General sales and gross receipts taxes 
were the best source of state taxes In 29 
states in fiscal 1972. Income taxes pro­ 
duced the most tax revenue in 20 states 
while motor fuel taxes topped the reve­ 
nue-getting list in New Hampshire. 
Noteworthy, CCH said, was the fact the 
sales tax replaced the severance tax on 
natural resources ss the top revenue rai­ 
ser for the first time in a long time in 
Louisiana. 
Total state tax collections jumped to 
$59.8 billion in the period, a 16.1 per cent 
increase over the $51.5 Wllioo of fiscal 
1971, according to the CCH review of 
Census Bureau data. 
General sales and gross recdpts tax 
collections rose 13.9 per cent to $17.6 bil­ 
lion — almost 30 per cent of all state tax 
collections.

Now, the prospect is 
that between 30 million and 37 million of 
those acres may come back into produc­ 
tion.

The trade association executive said 
that the cost of home credit — as mea­ 
sured by mortgage interest rates — is 


likely to remain relatively stable during 
the coming year.

Sales Tax Big Source Of State Cash 


Sales taxes continue to predominate as 
the leading state tax revenue source, 
Commerce Clearing House reported. 
General sales and gross receipts taxes 
were the best source of state taxes in 29 
states in fiscal 1972. Income taxes pro­ 
duced the most tax revenue in 20 states 
while motor fuel taxes topped the reve­ 
nue-getting list in New Hampshire. 
Noteworthy, CCH said, was the fact the 
sales tax replaced the severance tax on 
natural resources as the top revenue rai­ 
ser for the first time in a long time in 
Louisiana. 
Total state tax collections jumped to 
$59.8 billion in the period, a 16.1 per cent 
increase over the $51.5 billion of fiscal 
1971, according to the CCH review of 
Census Bureau data. 
General sales and gross receipts tax 
collections rose 13.9 per cent to $17.6 bil­ 
lion — almost 30 per cent of all state tax 
collections. Individual income tax collec­ 
tions totaled $13 billion, a 28 per cent 
leap, while corporate income tax revenue 
rose 28.6 per cent to $4.4 billion. Motor 
fuel tax collections rose 8.9 per cent; 
receipts of taxes on tobacco products 
were up 11.6 per cent; alcoholic beverage 
taxes collections climbed 9.3 per cent 
and severance taxes increased 3.4 per 
cent, CCH noted. 
Nearly one-half of all state tax revenue 
was collected in seven states. New York 
collected the largest amount, $7 billion. 
California garnered $6.7 billion; Pennsyl­ 
vania. $3.9 billion; Illinois, $3.4 billion; 
Michigan, $3 billion; Texas, $2.6 billion, 
and Ohio, $2.2 billion. 
All states except Alaska showed in­ 
creases in total tax collections, CCH re­ 
ported, Alaska’s collections remained at 
$102 million. Twelve states (two in fiscal 
1971) hiked collections by 20 per cent or 
more over the previous period. 
Montana registered the highest per­ 
centage gain in collections, 34.6 per cent, 
trailed by Florida, 25.8 per cent and 
Pennsylvania, 24.9 per cent. Five states 
(IO in fiscal 1971) had increases of less 
than 6 per cent.

Rebirth For Idle Farm Land 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - At least half 
of the nearly 60 million acres idled under 
government farm programs in 1972 have 
been unlocked for potential use in ex­ 
panding crop and livestock output this 
year. And more may be turned loose lat­ 
er, administration officials indicate. 
Agriculture Secretary Earl L. Buts, re­ 
viewing the actions which turned loose 
the land, told a news conference Thurs­ 
day he recalls that a similar move in the 
mid-1960s led to overproduction, sur­ 
pluses and low farm prices. But this time 
Butz is confident there will be no such 
boomerang. 
“I think we do see a strong continuing 
demand” for farm products including 
wheat, corn, soybeans and livestock, 
Butz said. 
COMBINING ACTIONS announced last 
fall with those hurriedly rushed into ef­ 
fect this week after the shock of a near- 
record boom in December farm prices, 
here is what the administration has done 
to the land-idling “set-aside” programs 
for major crops:

Feed grains: Instead of the 36.5 million 
acres “set aside” in 1972, current esti­ 
mates are that about 22 million acres 
will be idled. This makes an extra 14.5 
million acres eligible for 1973 use. 
Cotton: All of the 2 million acres “set 
aside” in 1972 will be freed for 1973 
planting of almost any crop the farmer 
wants. 
AU told, 58.5 million acres were “set 
aside” last year by farmers qualifying 
for government supports kl the three ma­ 
jor crop groups. Now, the prospect is 
that between 30 million and 37 million of 
those acres may come back into produc­ 
tion.

state (in the breaststroke) with Highland 
Park and Deerfield.” 
Ranked behind. Szarabjka are Maine 
North’s Don Polz, Elk Grove’s Scott Bo­ 
lin, Maine North’s Jeff Rusk and Pros­ 
pect’s John Todd. 
“ The kids I have are really dedi­ 
cated,” said Jerry Lovejoy, Prospect’s 
coach. Besides Todd, Lovejoy has anoth­ 
er fine breaststroker in Jeff Young. 
Young has beaten Todd this year and 
each pushes the other to lower times.

A. I think that in a few y ears there 
will be a ru le stating that after so many 
y ears in baseball, a p lay er can become a 
free agent. 


Q. You were q u oted once in the Sp ort­ 
ing News as say ing that “Other than the 
World Series, telev ised baseball leav es 
mu ch to be desired.” You ’ll be on the TV 
end regu larly this y ear with the Sox . 
What ty p e of format will be followed to 
liv en u p the broadcasts or is baseball 
ju st not a good sp ort for telev ision? 
A. By its v ery stru ctu re y ou can’t do 
as mu ch for baseball as for other sp orts. 
The p anorama is too wide. I defy one 
cameraman to follow all of the action 
when a ball is hit to the ou tfield.

When you’re there, you 
can fill in the slow spots by buying a hot 
dog or a beer, arguing with somebody 
sitting next to you, looking at a pretty 
chick that’s passing by. You can’t do 
that sitting at home in front of the set. 


Q. What do you think of Charlie Fin­ 
ley? 
A. He’s very entertaining. He’s a good 
friend of mine. I left Oakland basically 
because it s so far away from home — 
the midwest. 


Q. Who has been the hardest sports 
performer to interview? 
A. I never found any hard. Some just 
aren't that articulate. Those are a chal­ 
lenge to interview. 


Q. Has Richie Allen changed his per­ 
sonality? 
A. He hasn t changed. What has made 
the difference has been Tanner. When 
Richie’s team lost the pennant in 64, the 
management had already printed the 
World Series tickets. Who did they decide 
to blame the whole thing on — the local 
boy, Richie. He was a rookie who had 
made the most errors of any third base­ 
man. They tried to put the rap on him. 
When a young kid is subjected to that 
kind of criticism, it’s bound to affect 
him. The fans forgot everything Allen 
had done for them. He was their strength 
and they got rid of him. 


Q. Who would you like to see as com­ 
missioner of baseball? 
A. Me’ I’d make a helluva commis­ 
sioner. I know the game, the owners, the 
players. If it wasn’t for the owners and a 
weak commissioner, there wouldn’t have 
been a Marvin Miller. If he (Bowie 
Kuhn) didn t have a ring in his nose and 
had the guts to sell the bill of goods to 
the owners, they’d buy. 


Q. What was your greatest announcing 
thrill? 
A. To see Notre Dame beaten by Mis­ 
souri at South Bend last year. I never 
thought I’d live to see it. 


Q. What's been the greatest challenge 
in your job over the years? 
A. It wasn’t tough selling the Cardinals 
to the fans in St. Louis what with the 
many successful seasons and big-name 
ball players. It wasn’t too tough at Oak­ 
land either for they also have some top 
names. But the only guy fans had heard 
about when they hired Chuck Tanner. 
Roland Hemond and Harry Caray was 
me. The club had just won 56 games the 
year before and only drawn something 
like 490,000. Selling the fans on the White 
Sox that first year was a challenge! 


Q. What do you think about the World 
Champion A’s and their trades? 
A. I think they’ve weakened them­ 
selves. They traded away a very valu­ 
able player from last year in Mike Ep­ 
stein. Everybody’s helped themselves but 
the World Champions. The division is 
balanced. 


Q. What channel are you going to be 
broadcasting on now? 
A. Channel 44. Can you get it out here? 
Good. I can’t get it where I stay.

Policies for increasing the supply of 
mortgage money for residential proper­ 
ty, suK>orting equal opportunity in the 
housing market, making property tax­ 
ation more equitable and improving the 
effectiveness of housing programs for

adopted by the National Association 
Real Estate Boards. 


The recommendations are included in 
a policy statement issued by the associ­ 
ation following Its annual convention in 
Honolulu. 


“ Our national housing goals can be ac­ 
complished only in an economic environ­ 
ment that fosters an ample supply of 
mortgage money at interest rates which 
bring the cost of home ownership within 
the financial reach of potential home 
buyers,” the report says. To achieve 
this, the association asks the closest 
scrutiny of federal expenditures, toward 
attainment of a balan^ budget; flexi­ 
bility in interest rates on federally insur­ 
ed mortgages, or negotiated discounts 
between buyer and seller; greater avail­ 
ability of 95 per cent mortgage loans; 
and discontinuance of the practice of len­ 
ders demanding an equity interest in 
property as a condition of the loan. 


THE STATEMENT asks local boards 
of realtors to adopt the association’s code 
for equal opportunity, pledging members 
to offer equal services to all clients or 
p r o s p e c t i v e clients, without dis­ 
crimination of any kind, and to actively 
discourage panic selling. Anti-sign ordi­ 
nances adopted in some communities do 
not further a free and open housing mar­ 
ket, the statement contends, and are not 
in the public interest. 
The current theory that new housing 
must be provided those who require sub­ 
sidies is inequitable and discriminatory, 
NAREB believes. In place of such pro­ 
grams the statement urges broadening of 
the program which auth(H*izes local bous-

ing authorities to lease homes for occu­ 
pancy by low-income families, and ex­ 
panded testing to direct housing allow­ 
ances. In addition the rent supplement 
program would be expanded to provide 
new construction in areas where needed, 
and the existing housing subsidy pro­ 
grams identified as Sections 235 and 236 
would be scrapped. 
“ We are grateful that our early in­ 
itiatives in promoting a system of federal 
revenue sharing have yielded results,” 
the report says. It urges the expansion of 
the iMt>gram in a way that will provide 
mandatory tax relief to property owners. 
The statement notes the disproportion 
between real estate taxes and the ex­ 
penditure of such tax funds for purposes 
related to real estate and asks for limits 
on the total property tax, and the cwolla- 
ry development of other revenue sources. 
THE REPORT also is critical of the 
practice of issuing state and local reve­ 
nue bonds as a way around limits on bor­ 
rowing power and of the creation of addi­ 
tional tax-exempt areas, thus reducing 
the total tax base. An upgrading of as­ 
sessment fM-ocedures and greater use of 
qualified assessors is also called for. 
Other recommendations contained in 
the statement include: 
• Termination of residential rent con­ 
trols, to allow the current rate of home 
building and the vacancy factor to hold 
rent increases to a minimum. 
• Exemption of mortgage transactions 
from the requirement that detailed 
schedules of all credit terms be pre­ 
sented. 
• Establishment of the Federal Hous­ 
ing Administratimi as a sq>arate agency, 
independent o i the Department of Hous­ 
ing and Urban Development, to assure 
the FHA’s continuation as an under­ 
writer of sound mortgages. 
• Continued involvement on the part of 
realtors in environmental decision-mak­ 
ing, and acceptance of a leadership role 
a mo n g 
environmentally-concerned 
people.

Policies for increasing the supply of 
mortgage money for residential proper­ 
ty, supporting equal opportunity in the 
housing market, making property tax­ 
ation more equitable and improving the 
effectiveness of housing programs for 
I o w-income 
families 
recently 
were 
adopted by the National Association of 
Real Estate Boards. 


The recommendations are included in 
a policy statement issued by the associ­ 
ation following its annual convention in 
Honolulu. 


“ Our national housing goals can be ac­ 
complished only in an economic environ­ 
ment that fosters an ample supply of 
mortgage money at interest rates which 
bring the cost of home ownership within 
the financial reach of potential home 
buyers,” the report says. To achieve 
this, the association asks the closest 
scrutiny of federal expenditures, toward 
attainment of a balanced budget; flexi­ 
bility in interest rates on federally insur­ 
ed mortgages, or negotiated discounts 
between buyer and seller; greater avail­ 
ability of 95 per cent mortgage loans; 
and discontinuance of the practice of len­ 
ders demanding an equity interest in 
property as a condition of the loan. 


THE STATEM ENT asks local boards 
of realtors to adopt the association’s code 
for equal opportunity, pledging members 
to offer equal services to all clients or 
p r o s p e c t i v e clients, without dis­ 
crimination of any kind, and to actively 
discourage panic selling. Anti-sign ordi­ 
nances adopted in some communities do 
not further a free and open housing mar­ 
ket, the statement contends, and are not 
in the public interest. 


The current theory that new housing 
must be provided those who require sub­ 
sidies is inequitable and discriminatory, 
N A REB believes.

At that time, persons were invited to call 
toll-free for information about an im­ 
pending move, for various consumer bro­ 
chures and literature about moving or 
for details about the city, state or foreign 
country to which the caller was moving. 
Under the expanded program, which 
was effective as of Jan. 15, persons may 
still seek moving information, but can 
also obtain information about the loca­ 
tion of their shipment en route, expected 
delivery date or, as one United executive 
put it, “can let us know he was satisfied 
with the way we handled the move.” 
PERSONS CALLING the information 
service will be asked what facts they re­ 
quire. In the event they are seeking a 
booklet, it will be mailed within 24 hours 
of the request. If they need specific de­ 
tails about a shipment, a representative 
of the appropriate department within the 
van line will return the call within 24 
hours.

The allowances have been used for sev­ 
eral years to help promote electric space 
heating installations in the company’s 
service area. 
Hubert Nexon, Edison vice president, 
said electric space heating helps to re­ 
duce the growing difference between 
peak demands for electricity during the 
summer air conditioning season and 
much lower loads in the wintertime. 
Space heating makes possible winter use 
of costly generating facilities which must 
be installed to meet summer require­ 
ments and might otherwise stand idle 
during the colder months. 
“ But we believe electric space heating 
has now reacted the stage where cus­ 
tomer and builder acceptance have beat 
established and promotional allowances 
are no longer required. During the past 
year, Edison experienced its best year of 
electric heating growth by adding more 
than 10,000 new residential spacehheating 
customers.”

“This is the first time the latest in 
lighting techniques has been designed 
i n t o t r a d i t i o n a l furniture,’* Nord 
said, “so we were very interested in the 
reactions of other furniture manufac­ 
turers as well as designers and dealers. 
“We’re really sold on this concept,’* 
Nord continued. “It could set a new 
trend for furniture lighting and benefit 
the entire industry.** 


SOME OF THE PIECES incorporating 
the new lighting designs included break­ 
fronts, china cabinets, apothecary chests, 
armoires, vitrines, poudres, buffets and 
even beds. 
Nancie Gee, General Electric lighting 
specialist, explained that in some of the 
casegoods, lighting is designed to drama­ 
tize the form, dimension and texture of 
china, glassware or silver being dis­ 
played within the piece.

Few women ean lay claim to 60 y ears 
of ex perience in bread baking, bat L nt 
Mu eller can do ju st that! At the age of 
14, Lena was told by her mother it was 
time to Icam, and at 74 she’s still going 
stroDg! 


‘ It wou ldn’t be Satu rday if I didn’t 
bake bread,” Lena chu ckled. 


As a y ou ng girl on the farm near Itas­ 
ca where she was bom, bread was baked 
ev ery other day . In 1916 the family 
mov ed to a large farm whidi her father, 
George Bu sse, and his brothers later de­ 
v eloped into t ^ east side of Moimt Pros­ 
pect 


When Lena married Walter Mu eller in 
1921, her father bu ilt the cou |^ a home 
at the edge of his farm and Lena has 
liv ed there ev er ànce! While raising her 
children, she watched the land become 
su bdiv ided and the town bu ild u p wou nd 
her. Bu t throu gh all the changes, one 
thing was constant; Lena baked the 
same bread recipe week after week and 
^-ear after y ear that she learned from 
her mother. 


Lena nev « measu res the ingredienU; 
she learned to bake b y “feelj,’ and u su al­ 
ly bakes 6 to 8 loeav es at a time. How­ 
ev er, at ou r requ eot, she diligently mea­ 
su red the ex act amou nt for a two-loaf 
qu antity so that readers cou ld attempt 
her tried ^ 
tru e method. 


She alway s u ses water in her bread, 
nev er milk, believ ing that it giv es the 
bread a lighter tex tu re. 


Lena makes a basic y east “sponge” 
first; after this has risen, she works in 
the remaining ingredients, (hv ides the 
dou gh into bread pans and lets it rise 
again. There is no kneading inv t^ed. 


While the bread is rising or baking, 
Lena bu sies herself making coffee cakes. 
Her basic redpe will make six cakes, bu t 
Lena u su ally div ides u p the dou gh, mak­ 
ing a few cakes and perhaps some pan 
rolls or pecan rolls and pinwheels. 


She bakes her cofree cakes in pie tins, 
with a sprinkling of cinnamon and su gar 
on top. Sometimes she makes apple 
cakes, cov ering the apples with a streu s^ 
el topping. 


After all the goodies hav e hem baked 
and their aromatic fragrance still lingers 
in the air, Lena’s two married dau ghters 
who liv e in the area are certain to stop 
by a2id pick u p some of the baked deli­ 
cacies set aside especially for them. In 
addition, Lena has a cou ple of regu lar 
cu stomers for whom she bakes each 
week. 
Widowed for sev en y ears, Lena also 
has a son liv ing at home, another mar­ 
ried and liv ing in Florida, and a married 
dau ghter in California. When she v isits 
her ou t-of-town children, she takes her 
fav orite y east with her so she can bake 
for them any time. 
The organizations to which this good- 
natu red lady belongs also u tilize her cu ­ 
linary talents. A member of St. Pau l’s 
Lu theran Ladies Gu ild for 51 y ears, L« na 
helps cook for all the commu nity ban­ 
qu ets and other fu nctions held at the 
chu rch. In addition, she is hospitality 
chairman for the Mou nt Prospect Histor­ 
ical Society , fu rnishing the refreshments 
for the Society ’s meetings.

Lemon, orange, 
ru m or brandy ex tracts are good choices.

Pou r 
the bev erage ov er it and tou cha lighted 
kitdienor fireplace match to the su rface 
of the dessert immediately . Use a long- 
handled spoon to pou r the flaiming liqu id 
repeatedly from the serv ing plate ov er 
the dessert u ntil the flames die, in­ 
dicating that most of the alcohol has 
bu rned away .

She’s Baked Bread For 60 Years 


by LO IS S E IL E R 


F ew women can lay claim to 60 years 


of experience in bread baking, but Lena 


Mueller can do Just that! At the age of 
14, Lena was told by her mother it was 
time to learn, and at 74 she’s still going 
strong! 


“ It wouldn’t be Saturday if I didn’t 
bake bread,” Lena chuckled. 


As a young girl on the farm near Itas­ 
ca where she was born, bread was baked 
every other day. In 1916 the fam ily 
moved to a large farm which her father, 
George Busse, and his brothers later de­ 
veloped into the east side of Mount Pros­ 
pect 


When Lena married W alter Mueller in 
1921, her father built the couple a home 
at the edge of his farm and Lena has 
lived there ever since! While raising her 
children, she watched the land become 
subdivided and the town build up around 
her. But through all the changes, one 
thing was constant: 
Lena baked the 
same bread recipe week after week and 
year after year that she learned from 
her mother. 


I^ena never measures the ingredients; 
she learned to bake by “ feel,!* and usual­ 
ly bakes 6 to 8 kxaaves at a time. How­ 
ever, at our request, she diligently mea­ 
sured the exact amount for a two-loaf 
quantity so that readers could attempt 
her tried and true method. 


She always uses water in her bread, 
never m ilk, believing that it gives the 
bread a lighter texture. 


Lena makes a basic yeast “ sponge” 
first; after this has risen, she works in 
the remaining ingredients, divides Die 
dough into bread pans and lets it rise 
again. There is no kneading involved. 


W hile the bread is rising or baking, 
Lena busies herself making coffee cakes. 
Her basic recipe w ill make six cakes, but 
Lena usually divides up the dough, mak­ 
ing a few cakes and perhaps some pan 
rolls or pecan rolls and pinwheels. 


She bakes her coffee cakes in pie tins, 
with a sprinkling of cinnamon and sugar 
on top. Sometimes she makes apple 
cakes, covering the apples with a streus­ 
el topping. 


After all the goodies have been baked 
and their arom atic fragrance still lingers 
in the air, Lena’s two married daughters 
who live in the area are certain to stop 
by and pick up some of the baked deli­ 
cacies set aside especially for them. In 
addition, Lena has a couple of regular 
customers for whom she bakes each 
week. 


Widowed for seven years, Lena also 
has a son living at home, another m ar­ 
ried and living in Florida, and a married 
daughter in California. When she visits 
her out-of-town children, she takes her 
favorite yeast with her so she can bake 
for them anytime. 


The organizations to which this good­ 
natured lady belongs also utilize her cu­ 
linary talents. A member of St. Paul’s 
Lutheran Ladies Guild for 51 years, Lena 
helps cook for all the community ban­ 
quets and other functions held at the 
church. In addition, she is hospitality 
chairman for the Mount Prospect Histor­ 
ical Society, furnishing the refreshments 
for the Society’s meetings. 


Even these commitments don’t satisfy 
her active spirit. Having worked hard all 
her life, she likes to keep her hands busy 
every moment and has made patchwork 
quilts for each (rf her children, her elev­ 
en grandchildren and one great-grand­ 
child, and is starting on her second set. 


W H IT E B R E A D 


I ounce household yeast 
1 cup lukewarm water 
5 cups flour 
2 teaspoons salt 
2 cups lukewarm water

Flaming Desserts 


Desserts can be flamed without diffi­ 
culty if youobserve a few simple rules: 
Use either a beverage with alcoholic 
strength of 20 per cent or more or sugar 
cubes soaked with flavoring extract Just 
before you light them. Lemon, orange, 
rum or brandy extracts are good choices. 
Liquor liqueurs need not be warmed if 
the dessert itself is warm or hot. Pour 
the beverage over it and toucha lighted 
kitchenor fireplace match to the surface 
of the dessert im m ediately. Use a long- 
handled spoon to pour the flaim ing liquid 
repeatedly from the serving plate over 
the dessert until the flames die, in­ 
dicating that most of the alcohol has 
burned away. 
If you do warm the beverage for flam ­ 
ing, do it in a longhandled container, a 
butter m elter, or a tiny Turkish coffee 
maker a re useful over a candle or other 
low flam e only untila lighted match held 
just above the surface lights the rising 
fumes. 
For safety’s sake, never try to carry a 
container of flaming beverage across a 
room and never pourdirectly from a 
bottle onto the food to be flamed.

I ounce household yeast 
I cup lukewarm water

I cup lukewarm milk 
1 cup melted oleo 
2 eggs 
Pinch of salt 
4 V2 cups flour 
Dissolve yeast in lukewarm water. Set 
aside. 


Into a bowl, put the sugar, m ilk, mar­ 
garine, eggs and salt. Test with finger to 
make sure the mixture is cool enough. 
Then add the dissolved yeast and mix 
ingredients together. Gradually add the 
flour and mix well. Cover and let rise in 
a warm place for one hour. 


This recipe makes enough dough for 
six coffee cakes or a variety of cakes 
and rolls. 
To make coffee cakes, roll out dough to 
the size of 9-inch pie tins. Place the 
dough into the greased tins and cut 
through the top of the dough lightly with 
a 
knife, 
making 
about 
three 
criss­ 
crosses. Cover and let rise until double in 
bulk. 
Just before baking, spread top with 
melted margarine and sprinkle with a 
mixture of cinnamon and sugar. Or ar­ 
range sliced apples over the top and 
sprinkle with streusel mixture of sug­ 
ar, flour, cinnamon and margarine. Bake 
cakes at 350 degrees for a half-hour. 


To make pan rolls, roll out dough and 
cut with a glass. Arrange in a greased 
baking tin, cover and let rise until 
double. Bake at 350 degrees for a half 
bour. 
To make pecan rolls, pour a little mel­ 
ted margarine into the bottom of a 
greased 
pie tin. 
Sprinkle 
with 
just 
enough brown sugar to cover and broken 
pecans, if desired. Roll out dough and 
roll up as you would for a jelly roll. Cut 
into ooe-inch slices and place into pan. 
Cover and let rise until double. Bake at 
350 degrees for 30 minutes. Turn pan up­ 
side-down immediately to remove rolls 
so that they won’t stick to pan. 
To make pinwheels, roll out dough.

W a pounds butter with 2 pounds sugar, 
then add the cool chocolate. 
One at a time, add 12 eggs beating 
well, then stir in 2 teaspoons vanilla and 
place equal portions in each crust. Re­ 
frigerate until time to serve. 
White Pie is the recipe of a Du Quoin, 
111., woman. This is for a 9-inch pie. 
In a saucepan blend thoroughly Vz cup 
sugar, Vz cup flour, I tablespoon unfla­ 
vored gelatin, Vt teaspoon salt. 
Gradually stir in 1% cups milk. Cook 
over medium heat until mixture boils, 
stirring constantly. Boil I minute. Place 
the pan in cold water and cool until the 
mixture mounds slightly when dropped 
from a spoon. Blend in Va teaspoon al­ 
mond flavoring and Va teaspoon vanilla. 
Make a meringue by beating 3 egg 
whites until they form soft peaks, then 
gradually beat in Vi cup sugar and Va 
teaspoon cream of tartar. Carefully fold 
pie mixture into the meringue, then gent­ 
ly fold in Vt cup whipped cream followed 
by I cup moist coconut. Pile into cooled 
baked pie shell. Sprinkle with a little ad­ 
ditional coconut and chill several hours 
until well set. Serve cold. 
A fine addition is to top with crushed 
strawberries or raspberries.

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Malting A Hole In The Ground Out Of A Pennsy lvania Mountain 
Dig They Must To Fight Mine Fires

SHENANDOAH, Pi.-<SoDie say it 
started in 1M9. Some say 1957. And some 
concede that nobody really knows. But 
the popular tfaeoiy here is that ok! John 
Pitkak, a bootleg coal miner, was the 
culprit; he g ot so ang ry at authorities 
who q uestioned the leg ality of his claim 
that one day he kicked a salamander full 
of hot coals down his shaft and thereby 
ig nited one of Eastern Pennsy lvania’s 
big g est, long est burning and most ex ­ 
pensive underg round mine fires. 
The fires, in coal country , are not un­ 
usual. Doeens are burning throug hout the 
state. Those that start in the hug e road­ 
side refuse banks may , if left unat­ 
tended, bum for a cec^ury or more, 
lig hting the nig ht with awesome bhie 
flames. 
But even in a reg ion used to such 
thing s, the Kefaley Run fire at the edg e of 
this town has been cause for con­ 
sternation. But one thing , the state and 
federal g overnments arg ued for y ears 
before jurisdictional procedures were de­ 
termined. For another, over the y ears 
the fire g o so close to town (less than 100 
feet from the business district), that 
’’some people beg an to fed the heat <» 
their cellar walls.” 
FINALLY, WHEN the dang er became 
clear, and the smell of burning sulfiir be­ 
came sufficiently thick, a local pastor be­ 
g an to lead his cong reg ation in pray ers 
for divine deliverance — and the autlior- 
ities mercifully stepped in. Ten million 
dollars worth of fire fig hting was author­ 
ized; work has been under way now for 
two y ears. 
Work is hardly the word for it. Frus­ 
tration is mere the term, half-« -hundred 
men, a dozen 604on dumptrucks and sev­ 
eral 12-y ard shovels have dug what lo­ 
cals can “the second Grand Cîany on” 
cheek-by -jowl with an A4P food store, 
assorted other businesses, and stores of 
residential homes. And for what purpose? 
asks the Job Supt. A1 Poltrok, “just so 
one day we can fill it all back in ag ain.” 
Mine fires, say s Poltrok, are not foug ht 
the same way as burning building s. No 


hoses here. The flames have to be dug 
out “This was once a nKwntain we’re 
working on. Now it’s a big brie in the 
g round. We dig down, scoop out the burn­ 
ing material (the coal, which is non- 
pcHXNis, does not bum; cmly the rodt 
which contains ox y g en, is smoldermg ). 
We haul all this junk over to a man- 
made lake where it cools. After awhile, 
when we’ve dug it all out, we’H haul it 
ail back. We can’t leave a big hole there. 
The town^)eopie would be after our 
throats.” 
Some townspeople are already after 
the fire fig hters’ throats. In a manner of 
speakii« . Poltrok and his crew have ex ­ 
cavated a hole 1,800 feet long , 800 feet 
wide and 300 feet deep. During the day ft 
is an esthetic mess. At n i ^ even 
thou^ g uaitled 
diain-liidE fencing , ft 
is a safety hazard. **We know tiie men 
are here to help us,” say s a ooocemed 
citizen, “but I’m not so sure we weren’t 
better oft before they came. Thai there 
was only the fire to worry about. Now we 
have all these other thing s to make our 
life miserable.” 


THINGS SUCH as blasting ; the day 
rarely passes any more when a Shenan­ 
doah official is not collared by an ang ry 
resident complaining that his ceiling 
plaster is cracking or worse. Then there 
is the dust; when the ex cavating shovels 
dig into the bumt-out rodt the action 
creates a condition which one local phy si­ 
cian describes as “almost as bad as 
black lung .” Moreover, say the locals, ex ­ 
cavating file mine fire has caused the 
iriirie town Uterafly to stink — “T h ^ 
werewlway s sulfur fumes,” sajrs a filling 
station operator, “but now, oh, cm some 
day it’s unbearable. My kids say ft smells 
like rotten eg g s; I think it’s more like 
dead rats in the attic.” 
For their part, the fire fig hters tend to 
ag ree that their operation has upset the 
swisitivities erf this worn-out coal town. 
“I know vdiat they mean about smell,” 
say s Poltiric, “when it g ets bad enoug h I 
have the men wear g as masks.” Because 
of this sy mpathy , and because there is 
no alternative, the fire fig fatars have

LOS ANGELES (UPI) — 'Rme was 
when California ex ported citrus froit, 
movies and little else. But for some time 
now it has been ex porting much more to 
the nation at larg e. Call it modes of be­ 
havior, or lifesty les. 
There will be more such tides flowing 
from California in 1973, even if, at the 
moment, it isn’t possible to pinpoint 
them. 
Climate and a peripetefic population 
along with a creative brain dram from 
other parts of the country accouift at 
least in part for the Golden State’s domi­ 
nance in setting muc^ of the pace and 
tastes of Americans, a ciommance that 
has been remarked for the bett« ’ part of 
a decade. 
With virtually all of television — the 
sing le most influential elem« it in every ­ 
day living — spring ing from California, 
the state has a disproportionate effect 
and causation on the other 49 states in 
the Union. 
LIKE IT OR NOT. this is where our 
y outh drift. California is the mecca for 
artists, writers, <n*eators, firelwmids, 
cracki^ , revolutionaries and fanatics. 
California is at once a hotbed of con- 
sovatism and radicalism. Collectively 
and individually (Olifomians are too 
busy doing their own tiring to be con­ 
cerned with influencing the rest of the 
country .

Dig They Must To Fight Mine Fires

SHENANDOAH, 
Pa.—Some 
say 
it 
started in 1948. Some say 1957. And some 
concede that nobody really knows. But 
the popular theory here is that old John 
Pitkak, a bootleg coal miner, was the 
culprit; he got so angry at authorities 
who questioned the legality of his claim 
that one day he kicked a salamander full 
of hot coals down his shaft and thereby 
ignited one of Eastern Pennsylvania’s 
biggest, longest burning and most ex­ 
pensive underground mine fires. 
The fires, in coal country, are not un­ 
usual. Dozens are burning throughout the 
state. Those that start in the huge road­ 
side refuse banks may, if left unat­ 
tended, burn for a century or more, 
lighting the night with awesome blue 
flames. 
But even in a region used to such 
things, the Kehley Run fire at the edge of 
this town has been cause for con­ 
sternation. But one thing, the state and 
federal governments argued for years 
before jurisdictional procedures were de­ 
termined. For another, over the years 
the fire go so close to town (less than IOO 
feet from the business district), that 
“ some people began to feel the heat on 
their cellar walls.” 
FINALLY, WHEN the danger became 
clear, and the smell of burning sulfur be­ 
came sufficiently thick, a local pastor be­ 
gan to lead his congregation in prayers 
for divine deliverance — and the author­ 
ities mercifully stepped in. Ten million 
dollars worth of fire fighting was author­ 
ized; work has been under way now for 
two years. 
Work is hardly the word for it. Frus­ 
tration is more the term, half-a-hundred 
men, a dozen 60-ton dumptrucks and sev­ 
eral 12-yard shovels have dug what lo­ 
cals call “ the second Grand Canyon” 
cheek-by-jowl with an AAP food store, 
assorted other businesses, and stores of 
residential homes. And for what purpose? 
asks the Job Supt. Al Poltrok, “ just so 
one day we can fill it all back in again.” 
Mine fires, says Poltrok, are not fought 
the same way as burning buildings. No 


hoses here. The flames have to be dug 
out. “This was once a mountain we’re 
working on. Now it's a big hole in the 
ground. We dig down, scoop out the burn­ 
ing material (the coal, which is non­ 
porous, does not burn; only the rock, 
which contains oxygen, is smoldering). 
We haul all this junk over to a man­ 
made lake where it cools. After awhile, 
when we’ve dug it all out, we’ll haul it 
all back. We can’t leave a big hole there. 
The townspeople would be after our 
throats.” 
Some townspeople are already after 
the fire fighters’ throats. In a manner of 
speaking. Poltrok and his crew have ex­ 
cavated a hole 1,800 feet long, 800 feet 
wide and 300 feet deep. During the day it 
is an esthetic mess. At night, even 
though guarded by chain-link fencing, it 
is a safety hazard. “ We know the men 
are here to help us,” says a concerned 
citizen, “ but I’m not so sure we weren’t 
better off before they came. Then there 
was only the fire to worry about. Now we 
have all these other things to make our 
life miserable.” 


THINGS SUCH as blasting; the day 
rarely passes anymore when a Shenan­ 
doah official is not collared by an angry 
resident complaining that his ceiling 
plaster is cracking or worse. Then there 
is the dust; when the excavating shovels 
dig into the burnt-out rock the action 
creates a condition which one local physi­ 
cian describes as “ almost as bad as 
black lung.” Moreover, say the locals, ex­ 
cavating the mine fire has caused the 
whole town literally to stink — “ There 
were -always sulfur fumes,” says a filling 
station operator, “ but now, oh, on some 
day it’s unbearable. My kids say it smells 
like rotten eggs; I think ifs more like 
dead rats in the attic.” 
For their part, the fire fighters tend to 
agree that their operation has upset the 
sensitivities of this worn-out coal town. 
“ I know what they mean about smell,” 
says Poltrok, “ when it gets bad enough I 
have the men wear gas masks.”

The Search For Mental Health 
Husband-Wife Psychiatric Team Uses Two Systems 


Psychiatrists use various types of 
therapy methods in dealing with their 
patients Two therapists — a husband 
and wile team in California — use two 
systems: Transactional analysis (TA) 
and gestalt in their practice. 
Dr. Robert Goulding and his wife Mary 
are co-directors of the Western Institute 
for group and family therapy. They be­ 
lieve effective therapy means having the 
patient deal with his present and the 
problems he is facing now. This they do, 
in spite of the traditional psychiatric ap­ 
proaches of closely examining the per­ 
son's past and what effect his past is 
having on his life now. 
‘Gestalt and TA focus on the here and 
now,” explained Mrs. Goulding, ‘‘and we 
accent the autonomy of the individual in 
these present terms. Whatever happened 
to a person when he was little can’t be 
changed but whatever is happening now 
can be. We employ Gestalt and TA in 


Some Auto 
Costs Tax 
Deductible 


The Chicago Motor Club-AAA reminds 
motorists in Illinois and Indiana area 
that certain automobile expenses are tax­ 
deductible and should be included when- 
itemizing federal income tax deductions. 
The following is a list of deductions 
compiled by the club’s legal department 
which all motorists may take: 
• State gasoline taxes: 8 cents in In­ 
diana; 7% cents in Illinois. 
• Casualty loses not reimbursed by in­ 
surance or other means, if not due to 
willful negligence. Any deduction for 
damage to property used for personal 
purposes is limited to the amount that 
each loss exceeds $100. 
• Interest paid on automobile loans, 
and so called ‘‘finance charges” on re­ 
volving charge accounts which may be 
used to purchase gasoline, oil, or acces­ 
sories. 
• Personal property taxes. 
• State and city sales tax on automo­ 
biles, parts, accessories and supplies (Il­ 
linois state and local tax is 5 per cent; 
Indiana tax is 2 per cent.) 
IF YOU USE YOUR car for business, 
the Chicago Motor Club-AAA advises 
you may also deduct these items in 
whole or part — depending on the extent 
of business use: 
• Motor Club dues; state automobile' 
license fee; municipal vehicle license 
fee; driver’s license fee; automobile in­ 
surance premiums; depreciation; gaso­ 
line, ml arid lubrication expenses; cost of 
repairs; accessories; washing and polic­ 
ing expenses; anti-freeze and winterizing 
charges; garage rent; parking charges; 
and toll road charges. 
Generally, an individual who operates 
his own car for business travel may fig­ 
ure the cost of his operation by taking a 
standard mileage rate, instead of main­ 
taining detailed records and itemizing 
provable costs. 
This alternative is not available, how­ 
ever, with respect to an automobile for 
which a deduction for depreciation based 
upon a method other than the “ straight 
line” 
method, 
has 
previously 
been- 
claimed by the taxpayer. 
The standard mileage rate is 12 cents a 
mile for the first 15,000 miles of business 
driving and 9 cents a mile for additional 
business mileage. 
PARKING FEES and toll charges in­ 
curred in business driving may be added 
to the cost figure computed by using the 
standard mileage rate. The use of the 
standard mileage rate does not bar a 
taxpayer from claiming interest and 
state and local taxes (other than gasoline 
tax) relating to the car on a returne in 
which deductions are itemized. 
If a taxpayer, who otherwise qualifies, 
uses more than one automobile alternate­ 
ly, he may compute business mileage on 
all cars and treat it as having been driv­ 
en in one car for purposes of this stan­ 
dard deduction. The standard deduction 
is not available, however, to a person 
who operates two or more cars simulta­ 
neously, nor to anyone other than the 
owner of the car. 
Costs incurred in driving to and from 
home to a regular place of employment 
are not deductible for income tax pur­ 
poses, and any such mileage is to be ex­ 
cluded in applying the standard mileage 
rate to business driving.

Texture and color play a dominant role 
in contributing freshness to home fash­ 
ions for 1973. 


Fabric offerings at the January Inter­ 
national Home-Furnishings Market in 
Chicago feature reproductions of old de­ 
signs and new patterns derived from Co­ 
lonial motifs. 


They run the range from smooth ny­ 
lons, flocked nylon suedes, nylon hop­ 
sacking, Olefins, tufted velvets to Italian 
antelope — in colors from smoke, wine, 
gold, asparagus to cerulean. 


Vivid colors such as rich plum, cran­ 
berry, warm earth tones, orange and 
deep blues are characteristic of the new 
upholstery fabrics and among the most 
popular. 


A resurgence of Colonial-Early Ameri­ 
can-Federal, heralding our nation’s com­ 
ing bicentennial celebration, is evident in 
the new furniture trends.

Antihistamines, CR reports, “hav e 
prov ed of no real v alue against the com­ 
mon cold,” Mid often produce unpleasant 
side effects. Sustained release prepara­ 
tions, such as C<Mitac, oonUin nothing 
different than common cold remedies, 
and the release of ingredients depends on 
the particular pa t^ t, according to CR.

Painless Sobriety 
Testing Under Way 


NEW YORK (UPI) — In The Sciences, 
journal of the New York Academy of Sci­ 
ences, there’s a bright outlook for prob­ 
lem drinkers. It appears that painless so­ 
briety may be in the offing. 
This prospect is based on research at 
Tucson’s Veterans Administration Hospi­ 
tal. Scientists have reduced the alcoholic 
intoxication time of rats by injections of 
vitamins B3 and B5. New tests indicate 
that sodium acetate may be even more 
effective in speeding up alcohol metabol­ 
ism and lowering the alcohol level of 
blood. Human oral administration tests 
are under way.

With cold and flu season reaching a 
peak, Americans are now particularly 
vulnerable — not only to the “ bug,” but 
to the “medicine men” who parade 
across the nation’s TV screens with more 
“remedies” than a witch doctor could 
shake a stick at. 
Before you stock up your medicine 
cabinet, you would be well advised to 
check out what a recent publication by 
“Consumer Reports” has to say. 
According to this paperback, entitled 
“The Medicine Show,” you’re wasting 
your money on the antihistamines, the 
“timed-release” cold capsules, the cough 
medicines, the gargles and the various 
pain relievers. 
The subject of pain relievers has been 
treated before by CR, whose technicians 
found that the active ingredient in all of 
them — Anacin, Excedrin, Bufferin, etc. 
— is aspirin, and that the additional in­ 
gredients — often nothing more than caf­ 
feine — serve no purpose. So CR recom­ 
mends you buy plain aspirin, and the 
least expensive brand at that. 
Antihistamines, 
CR 
reports, 
“have 
proved of no real value against the com­ 
mon cold,” and often produce unpleasant 
side effects. Sustained release prepara­ 
tions, such as Contac, contain nothing 
different than common cold remedies, 
and the release of ingredients depends on 
the particular patient, according to CR. 


Since release of ingredients is unpre­ 
dictable, such capsules must carry the 
warning that they may be dangerous to 
children, the elderly and persons with 
such conditions as high blood pressure, 
heart disease, thyroid disease and diabe­ 
tes, CR points out. 


As for the cough “silencers,” sucking a 
hard candy will produce the same re­ 
sults, CR says. About the only relief for a 
cough is to moisten and soothe the 
throat; to stop the reflex action of cough­ 
ing requires a narcotic drug, such as co­ 
deine, which will act as a depressant on 
the brain. But CR reports that the drug 
doses present in non-prescription re­ 


medies will not have this effect, and to 
take a stronger dose would be inadvis­ 
able. 
Antiseptic gargles, CR says, are “an 
obvious waste,” since they will not affect 
viruses, and bacteria is unlikely to cause 
sore throat unless the mucuous lining has 
been broken. In that case, the gargle still 
won’t reach the area of the throat behind 
the nose, where infection will settle. 
An adequately stocked medicine cabi­ 
net, according to CR, need only contain 
the folllowing: Aspirin for headaches and 
cold symptoms (may be halved or quar­ 
tered for children; candy aspirin can too 
easily be eaten in quantity by mis­ 
chievous toddlers, and Liquiprin, CR 
says, is less effective). 
Sodium bicarbonate or calcium carbo­ 
nate for indigestion; simple antacids, 
such as Turns, and Rolaids, also good; 
calamine lotion for mild skin irritations, 
as insect bites, poison ivy; rubbing al­ 
cohol for antiseptic use (keep skin 
around a wound wet with alcohol for two 
minutes, and gently wash with water).

Used car buyers have long suspected 
— and some have had proof — that deal­ 
ers set back the speedometer to make 
the car more appealing and to get a 
higher price for it. 
As of today, this practice will be ille­ 
gal. A new federal law prohibits dis­ 
connecting, 
altering 
or 
resetting 
an 
“odometer” with intent to defraud. It 
also provides for certification of actual 
mileage whenever ownership is trans­ 
ferred and it packs a penalty of $1,500 or 
three times the damages — whichever is 
greater — for violators. 
The law permits ilegitimate odometer 
service, repair or replacement as long as 
the mileage reading remains the same. 
If that is impossible, a notice must be 
posted in the vehicle stating that the 
mileage has been reset to zero, the date 
of repair and the mileage at the time. 
The Department of Transportation will 
be administering the new law, which ap­ 
plies to all motor vehicles.
